LUBLIN—Many of the 1,000° 


Jews in Lublin who escaped ex- 
termination were still too shaken 
to write the addresses of their 
relatives in the United States. 

Five years of war and the con- 
stant fear of being caught by the 
Germans and murdered have re- 
sulted in the loss of the addresses 
of relatives overseas. Some of the 
Jews in Lublin are in such a state 
that they do not even remember 
the city in the United States where 
relatives reside. 

Characteristic of the state of 
mind of the surviving Jews is 2 
letter which was handed to this 
correspondent on one of the streets 
of Lublin by Rubin Gerecht who 
thinks that his’ brother-in-law 
Moishe Elbaum, former editor of 
the Warsaw Jewish Daily “Unzer 
Express,” is now in the United 
States. (Mr. Elbaum, the JTA 
learned, is in Shanghai where he 
was stranded en route to the Unit- 


ed States when Japan attacked 
Pearl Harbor.) The letter, given 


‘for publication, constitutes one of 


the records of horror which speak 
for themselves. It reads: 

“None of our dear ones remain- 
ed alive. Father and mother to- 
gether with ner brother and mar- 
ried sister have been murdered 
by Ger.nan soldiers On August 
21, 1942 the Germans in Warsaw 
drove everyone from the ghetto 
to the market place and in the 
evening many of them were pack- 
ed in trains and transported tv 
Minsk-Mazowiecki. On the mark- 
ed place there were heaps of 
corpses when I reached there; and 
among others I saw the dead bod- 
ies of Henia Aronowska, aunt 
Meisler, Jacob Rosenberg and his 
wife and many other people whom 
you and I know. 

Jewish Women Violated 

“During that entire night we 
were guarded by the Germans. 
Miuszka Aronowska, a 17 year-old 
Jewish girl, was violated by ten

Davila Says Rumania

had been abolished by the newly 
formed Rumanian government, He 
Said he anticipated an early an- 
nouncement to this effect from 
Bucharest, “Rumania,” he de- 
clared, “is the first Axis satellite 
in Eastern Europe to do the right 
thing, although its geographic and 
Strategic position is much more 
difficult than that of others.”

France Begins Making 
Restitution to Jews

LONDON — The American 
Broadcasting Station in Europe 
(Absie) reported this week in a 
broadcast to France that all racial! 
distinctions had been abolished 
throughout France, and that the 
word “Jew” must not appear on 
any identification paper. 


At the same time, the rein- 
statement of “all officials who had 
been dismissed by the Vichy gov- 
ernment for racial reasons” was 
ordered by Rene Capitan, Secre- 
tary-General for National Educa- 
tion of the French Committee of 
National Liberation. 


The order was broadcast over 
the Paris radio. Further orders 
covering the restitution confis- 
cated property to Jewish owners 
are expected to be issued in Paris 


BUY 
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Germans and then _bayonetted. 
Chuma Farbman was violated in 
front of all of us while other 
Germans took snapshots. Rose 
Edelstein was violated by Ger- 
man officers and afterwards lost 
her mind. She was later killed. 
Radzymiski’s daughter was burn- 
ed alive because she would not 
submit to a German major. Re- 
gina Rosenbaum was violated by 
a German officer, and then shot 
to death. And so were all young 
women outraged and maltreated 
during that night. 


“In the morning of August 22, 
we were all loaded in railroad cars 
formerly used to carrying lime. 
The Germans sealed the cars. 
There were 120 of us in each car, 
eight persons for each square met- 
er. Women and children were 
loaded separately. The train stood 
at the station for two days. We 
could not get any food or water. 
Finally the train moved. We 
were brought to the notorious 
Treblinki concentration camp, 
where nearly all perished and 
their corpses burned. Some, in- 
cluding myself, succeeded in es- 
caping to a nearby forest where 
we wandered without food and 
water. 

“But then most of the group 
were killed by local people who 
wanted their clothing. Aron Feld- 
man was killed for his good shoes 
which a local peasant wanted. 
Abram Felner and Aram Meis- 
ler hid in a workshop until they 
were discovered and: killed. Henia 
Kelner worked until March 1944 as 
a servant maid in the house of her 
good acquaintance, but they kill- 
ed her because they were afraid 
that the Germans would discover 
that a Jew worked for them. 


Kills All 13 

“I managed to work in a lum- 
ber yard near Starawiec until 1943 
because the Germans had no one to 
replace me. Then I discovered 
that they wanted to kill me, so 
I and the few other Jews who 
worked there escaped to the woods. 
Not very far from the lumber 
mill where I worked was a Polish 
peasant who agreed to. shelter 
thirteen Jews, including my sister 
Maria. When the farmer learned 
that I escaped from the mill, he 
became afraid that his farm would 
be raided by the Germans in search 
for me and the other escaped 
Jews, and he killed all the thirteen 
with an axe, burying their bod- 
ies in the yard. 

“Our sufferings have been trem 
endous. Malkunia from Viskov 
was together with us until 1943. 
Afterwards she was taken by a 
well-known engineer who promis- 
ed to keep her until after the war 
for 1,000 Zloty a month. In May 
of this year, when he learned of 
the approach of the Russian Army, 
he delivered her to the Germans. 
The Gestapo first tortured her tv 
find out my whereabouts, and’ since 
she couldn’t give any information 
she did not know, they murdered 
her.” 


JEWISH SURVIVORS 
DEMAND REVENGE

LUBLIN—Revenge is a common 
word among the Jews in Lublin. 
It is also. a common word among 
non-Jews here who are horrified 
at te annihilation by the Germans 
of 1,500,000 people at Majdanek. 

American and British corres- 
pondents brought here from Mos- 
cow were appalled at what they 
saw at the Majdanek camp. They 
visited the gas chambers where 
the Germans suffocated their vic- 
tims and inspected the cremator 
ies where the bodies of the gassed 
people were burned to _ ashes. 
They also visited the storage 
places where the personal posses- 
sions of the victim were stored 
by the Germans for transportation 
to Germany. Among these pos- 
sessions were suit cases, clothing, 
shoes, family photographs, and 
even kitchenware. It was obvious 
that the victims, prior to deporta- 
tion from their homes to Majdanek 
were told that they were being 
transported to a ghetto and not 
to an extermination camp. 

The correspondents established 
that the victims, upon their arrival 
at the camp, were taken to a bar- 
racks for “bath and disinfection.” 































There they were told to undress 
and after taking a shower were — 
led into the next chamber which 
was a gas chamber where they 
were killed within ten minutes by 
poison gas, after which their bod- 
ies were taken in trucks to the 
crematories and burned. 

German prisoners of war and of- 
ficers associated with the camp 
told the correspondents that hund- 
reds of children were among the 
exterminated victims. One of 
them testified that he was in 
charge of shipping to the Ger- 
man State Bank all the gold jew- 
elry, rings, watches and other valu- 
able of which the victims were 
stripped. 

Speaking to many of the Jews 
Lublin, I established that every _ 
surviving Jew is dominated by a 
strong desire for revenge. Dr. 
Shloima Hersjenhorn, a Jewish 
Captain in the First Polish Divi- — 






sion who on return to Lublin 
found that his wife, his son, 
his parents and all his rela- 


tives had been killed by the Ger- 
mans, told me what most of the 
Jews in Lublin say today. ° “I 
have nothing to live for,” he said,

I THINK AS I PLEASE

Can Censorship Be Justified? 


‘Not long ago this column dealt with the supervision exercised over 
Jewish publicity in the Cincinnati daily press by a Public Relations 
Committee, operating through its efficient Executive Secretary. Such 
censorship, or “guidance” as some prefer to call it, as well as the 
evils which necessarily accompany it, are prevalent in cities other than 
Cincinnati. And despite protestations of some who approve of pub- 
licity controls, it ultimately leads to and represents the same state 
of mind which in Cincinnati caused the removal of the neo sign from in 
front of the Jewish Center on the grounds that the word “Jewish” 
shone too brightly! 

_ The principle on which the censors operate is that too much pub- 
licity, or the wrong kind in the daily press will cause anti-Semitism. 
Hence the need for setting up a central bureau through which all or- 
ganizations will channelize their news. The bureau, usually a single 
executive, will evaluate, edit, forward, or reject the items submitted. 

Censorship is difficult to justify under any circumstances, and all 
the more so when practised in a free community. As a general rule 
the quantity of Jewish items in a daily newspaper merely reflects the 
greater social and communal activity of the Jewish people, who are 
always organization minded. Would the censors prefer that Jews 
be less active, organizationally? Or would they advocate ghettoizing 
_ of Jewish news in the local Anglo-Jewish paper? 

This problem does not seem to confront our neighbors, and one sees 
items about Catholic and Protestant activities, about Armenian, 
- Polish and Irish societies. It is this very diversity which makes Amer- 
_ ica a democracy, reflected in the columns of the press. Any group 
which seeks to deny to itself the traditional American freedom of the 
press is repudiating democracy. 

It is reported that the Jewish Community Council in Jacksonville, 
Pla., is contemplating the setting up of a control system similar to 
that described. Nothing would do more to create dissension in the 
community, and to promote a moral victory for the “Shah-shah” Jews 
than such a step. Though it makes little difference who is in charge 
of the censorship, for control by one group is as bad as control by 
another, it is interesting to note that one of the prominent members 
of the Public Relations Committee in Jacksonville is an esteemed 
gentleman who is said to be responsible for discontinuance of the 
weekly radio broadcasts of the local Reform Rabbi, on the grounds that 
they tended to give the Jew too much prominence in the community. 
What can one expect from such a man, seated on the committee in 
‘charge of publicity censorship? 

We must make up our minds that America is either going to be 
free and democratic or it is not. If we must perpetually look under 
' beds for anti-Semites, exercise constant nervous vigilance, censor 
ourselves, and work ourselves up into a state of psycho-neurosis, such 
as characterizes some of the leading anti-defamationists, we might 
as well write America off our list of free countries. Such a life is 
not worth living.

in which Homer Mairtz, delegate 
from Chicago, urged that “all Jews 
should be deported to a later desig- 
nated area, if they do not leave 
America voluntarily within five 
years” and that those remaining 
be sterilized, was not brought to a 
vote by the convention. Gerald L. 
K. Smith, who was nominated for 
president by the party, said it was 
merely the expression of the 
opinion of some of the delegates 
and did not reflect the view of the 
convention. 

The convention was the largest 
conference of leading Jew-haters 
in the country since Pearl Harbor. 
Maertz, it will be recalled, was

store. 

His gang’s technique was to 
plaster store windows with “Boy- 
cott Jews” stickers and hand out 
lewd anti-Semitic leaflets.

Although Maertz hogged the 
spotlight at the convention by his 
demands for the deportation of all 
Jews, other professional anti- 
Semites were not lacking. Charlie 
Madden, Father Coughlin’s Pitts- 
burgh leader, Carl Mote, the In- 
dianapolis America Firster who 
recently was defeated for nomina- 
tion to the U. S. Senate, and Wil- 
liam R. Lyman, who is a defen- 
ant in the Washington Sedition 
trial, were all on hand. 

Lizzie Dilling was represented 
by her secretary, Mary Leech, now 
directing the lady’s Patriotic Re- 
search Bureau. Miss Leech used 
the opportunity offered by the con- 
vention to solicit funds, hand out 
anti-Jewish printed matter and 
was generally having a gay time 
of it.

ROM A GENTLEMAN in Los Angeles: “What sort of a Jew are 

you, anyway, Mr. Segal?” 

The gentleman seems troubled on account of Mr. Segal who, it ap- 
pears to him, doesn’t conform to the pattern of Jews who are allowed 
to express themselves in the Jewish prints, 

“At times,” he says, “I find myself wondering how Jewish you real- 
ly are. Will you please enlighten us?” 





Well, I am thankful for this opportunity to examine Segal and 
take him apart. Not that he himseif is important at all—a fact that 
he will readily admit; if you knew him you would know a shy person 
who makes himself scarce at most of the convocations of Israel. His 
wife tells him he should get out among people more. 

I am making Segal the subject of this piece because I think he is a 
fair sample of a lot of ordinary Jews who in these times have been 
examining the whole matter of being Jewish. To the satisfaction of 
their own conscience they have restated their idea of what being 
Jewish is all about, 

There are many, though, whose minds remain in utter confusion, 
being pulled this way and that by conflicting Jewish ideologies. The 
net result is that they have been left stranded in a kind of no-man’s 
land where there’s no Judaism at ail. 

I know Segal as a Jew who is proudly Jewish but not in any chauvin- 
istic way. This is to say, he regards the fact of his being a Jew as 
only one part of him; it does not absorb his whole consciousness. He 
has not allowed people like Hitler to make the matter’ of his being 
Jewish a pathological obsession in him. He has not permitted people 
like Hitler to persuade him that as a Jew he really is somebody dif- 
ferent and apart from the run of mankind. He is saddened to see 
so many Jews believing Hitler in this and looking for ways to 
separate and segregate themselves, 

Segal is grateful for being Jewish because of what Judaism has 
given to his life as a human-being. He regards his Jewishness as that 
part of him which makes him a fairly decent human being whose 
Jewish education has prepared him to go along with all other people 
ot good will to make a better world out of this. 

He must not be a lone man who go his own way to find some 
Shangri La for himself as a Jew. He thinks his Jewish teaching— 
this feeling for justice and this compassion that were given him—are 
a mandate that tell him he must march along with all men of all 
faiths who go to seek the promised Jerusalem of justice and peace. 
Jerusalem is not for him alone. 

If it is said to Segal, well if being a decent, justice-loving person 
is all there is to being a Jew how does that differ from being a good 
Christian? He will answer: I can see no difference. The fact that 
we are all alike in our ethical aspirations emphasizes the essential 

He sees a brotherhood of all kinds of people — Jewish people, 
Christian people, people, people of many races and religions — and 
each group serves the whole brotherhood; each makes its good contri- 
bution of the light it has inherited; each fulfills itself in what it gives 
to the human family. No group may hide away to bask, solitary, in its 
own light. 

Segal isn’t going along with Hitler who taught that mankind must 
be divided up in separate compartments. For the Jews he provided 
compartments in the oven at Lublin where he permanently separated 
hundreds of thousands of Jews from the common life. (See the recent 
pictures in “Life”). Segal insists that he, as a Jew, must have his 
rightful part in the common life to live with it and to make a 
worthy contribution to it, in accordance with the social teaching he has 
received from the Torah and the prophets. He hasn’t been vanquished 
by Hitler. 

In accordance with these concepts of being Jewish, he is a liberal 
in social outlook. He knows that a Jew who is true to his teaching 
can not be one of the reactionary guardians of old injustices, old ex- 
ploitations, all the old social skulduggeries. A Jew must march in 
the forefront with those who want something better made out of 
this world. As a Jew, Segal isn’t thinking only of his own social pains. 
He knows very well that they are symptoms of the sickness of the s0- 
cial body. Peoples ill-fed, ill-housed, and ill-clothed, have made the Jew 
the whipping boy of their miseries. Anti-Semitism in its current form 
is the vile effluvia of the economic belly-ache. 

Segal believes that in a society based on justice, the Jew will get 
his due share of Justice. Where every man gets his just due of liveli- 
hood, no man will be suspect as one who may be getting more than 
his due share. 

Yes, our Jerusalem is in a world made good by justice, though 
Segal is all in favor of making the far-off Jerusalem good for Jews 
to live in, too. As a Jew and as a hard-working member of the human 
family, he wants every city and every town and hamlet in the world 
to be a Jerusalem in which Jews, sharing the goodness of the earth 
with all other kinds of people, will be comfortable. 

To timorous souls who say that it isn’t safe for Jews to be heard 
in liberal causes, Segal replies what the hell. To be a cowardly 
mouse does not conform to the exemplar of the Jew who in other 
times has laid down his life for what he believed. In. what nobler 
way can a Jew assert his Judaism than by carrying its lights high 
for the guidance of all mankind attempting to climb out of this 
awful darkness? Certainly, he is no majestic figure of history when 
he is seen running away to some spot that he hopes to make his ow® 
safe little corner in the world. ~~ 

Well, that’s Segal whose thinking on the matter of being Jewish is 
like that of a great many other Jews in these times. That’s his way 
of bing a Jew, and please don’t throw anything at him if you don’t 
like his way.

STRIKE USED AS FRONT FOR ATTACKS (Coordinate Work 


ON JEWS, DETAILS

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Here are 
some facts which were given little 
or no publicity during the recent 
traction strike here: 


During the first three days of 
the six-day tie-up, at least 747 
store windows were smashed, 385 
stores were looted, and more than 
300 persons were arrested. 


No figures or news of rioting or 
damage were reported after the 
the third day. 


Most of the properties were 
owned by Jews, and although no 
exact figures can be had, the per- 
centage is high. Police estimated 
over 80 per cent of the property 
which was owned by white persons 
were Jewish-owned.

crimes, it was stated here by Sir 
Cecil Hurst, chairman of the 
United Nations War Crimes Com- 
mission and vice-president of the 
Hague Court of International 
Justice. 


Atrocities committed upon Jews 
in Axis countries are being uncov- 
ered by the commission, Sir Ceeil 


told a press conference. He point- 


ed out, however, that at present 
the authority of the commission 
does not extend to acts committed 
by the Axis nations on their own 
territory against individuals of 
their own nationality because of 
their race, religion or political 
opinions. 


Although the leaders of the 
United Nations have announced

George Fox in his interesting

Everyone has a right to his own 
opinion and to state it, therefore 
I do not think one should be 
heated .or angry over what other 
people say; but if si'ence seems 
to give approval, then remaining 
silent is cowardly. I think one 
should say, ‘I have evidently had 
different experiences from what 
you have had, and I find on the 
whole that thus and so seems 
true.’ It may lead to an argument 
and it. may require restraint and 
patience on both sides, but it will 
often clear up misconceptions and 
show that there are two points of 
view, and that it is possible to 
discuss questions on a reasonable 
basis even when feelings are in- 
volved as well as facts.”

Mass Murders

_— REVELATIONS made by American correspondents visiting Lub- 

lin’s extermination camp, in Poland, now held by the Red Army, 
are but confirmations of what we have known for months. Jewish 
Committees have smuggled out of Poland accounts statistically as 
horrifying as those reported last week by correspondents who went 
into Poland with the Red armies. Nevertheless, there is a difference 
in a statistical and an eyewitness report, especially when one can 
presume a degrce of objectivity in the reporter. Newspaper men are 
not gullible, and they are trained in the observation of evidence, J] 
have a high respect for the profession to which I belong, and the 
reporting done by American and British correspondents, during this 
war, whether on the air or in the press represents a high mark in 


Journalism.

Now these American correspondents, who are not engaged in spread- 
ing atrocity stories, give detailed reports of the most cold-blooded 
moss murder in human history. This is not the first time that Ameri- 
can correspondents have told the world what was going on. They 
told of the mass murders being committeed in Germany, in 1933, and 
the world did not listen. Many respectable persons, some of them 
members of the British House of Commons or the American Congress, 
visited Nuremberg Party rallies, sought audiences with Adolf Hitler 
and came home to brag about them. A former American President 
visited Hermann Goering, as did many American business men. They 
didn’t like Mr. Goering — or most of them did not — but still they 
visited him, and some thought we could do business with the Nazis 


very nicely.

No country severed relations with the Nazi government because it 
wes composed of murderers. The Nazi murders were merely internal 
affairs and there were plenty of apologists for the persecutions of the 
Jews, 

Not one of those apologists would have taken a little Jewish girl, 
stripped her of her clothing, sent her into a warm shower, and then 
ushered her into a closed cement chamber and killed her with cyanide 
gas or carbon monoxide, afterward breaking the gold fillings out of 
her teeth and sending her shoes home to his own baby. 

But the apologists of the persecutions are in some measure guilty of 
what happened in Lublin. For the moment any human being can be 
regarded as an outcast of humanity, a logical sequence of acts leads 
to his eventual extermination as a cockroach. In the end it was not 





only Jews who were so exterminated, but Russians, Poles, western’ 


Evropeans, and, of course, from the beginning, Germans — members 


of the opposition.

It is not only from Poland that revelations come. Czecho-slovakia 
is not open, but there was not only one Lidice there. At least one 
village was exterminated in Frence. As our armies advance, we shall 
see the truth — that the Nazi war has been no war in the ordinary 
sense, but a monstrous organized crime. 

But where are we going to fix the ultimate boundaries of guilt? 


To many persons Marshal Petain is still an elegant old gentleman. 


Yet his government knew what it was doing 
when it rounded up, first German refugees, and later anti-Nazi French 
Jews and delivered them over to the Gestapo.

A crime of such dimensions must be punished proportionately. The 
immediate guilt can be placed. It lies in the first line with, the 
persons who have governed Germany for eleven years. It lies in the 
second, with their most willing torture instrument — the Gestapo. 
If the entire Gestapo is rounded up and shot, or sent to forced labor 
in Siberia, the punishment will still be inadequate. The guilt lies, third, 
with those who actively collaborated with the crime without endorsing 
it, privately washing their hands of blood and publicly white-wash- 
ing the criminals.

But how far do the last tiny wavelets reach of this monstrous lake 
of blood? These crimes were committed by human beings. They 
can no more be separated from the human race than their victims 
whom they separated for slaughter. 

Every individual bears a responsibility for the whole of mankind.

The moment anyone denies this responsibility he makes himself an ac- 
complice of humanity’s crime. The moral crisis of war times has 
arisen from the denial of this responsibility.

The anti-Semites have a flag. 
It is sadism. I examine the litt'e 
red land of actual murder that 
lies under this flag. 

The Voltaires alone cannot equip 
the anti-Semite. In addition to 
the meditations of sages and the 
dicta of priests, he has needed al- 
ways a gun, a sword, a cudgel, a 
torch, a friendly judge, and a 
machine the breaks bones. (The 
Germans, proud of their chemistry, 
have added lime and gas to his 
requirements. ) 

The tent of calumny under 
which the Jews has lived in an 
unsavory enough residence. It is 
not as uncomfortable as the abat- 
toir which is his other home. The 
aberration called sadism is behind 
his libel and his killing. Not 
much attention is given to this 
fact. All the sides involved pre- 
fer to imagine it something else. 
This gives everybody a chance to 
talk of politics, anthropology, his- 
tory, theology. and other high 
topics. 

The long practised murder of 
Jews en masse is a safe and there- 
fore popular expression of sadism. 
It is little else. Yet it has not 
served to alarm our humanists. 
To them the murderers of Jews 
are never murderers. They are 
misguided patriots, misinformed 
enconomists, misdirected pietists. 
It has not yet occurred to anyone 
to identify even the German anti- 
Semites as murderers first and 
politicians last. 

The murder of Jews is like the 
stealing of nickels. It does not 
fix-a criminal record on its per-

petrators. There is too much his- 
toric, religious and legal precedent 
to make the murder of Jews a 
matter outside the humanities. 
Jew murder has become a crime 
that neither belitties its perform- 
er nor shocks its spectator. A 
ccad Jew remains an historic fig- 
ure. He never quite becomes 2 
human corpse. 

The sadism behind all the libel 
and killing of Jews is a compli- 
cated thing. Medically the disease 
is identified as an instinct for 
cruelty. Little boys who wring 
the necks of rabbits have it. The 
Germans who wring the necks of 
Jews have it in almost as pure a 
form. In the Germans, as in the 
little boys, it is a sort of backward 
lust. But even among the Ger- 
mans the pleasures involved do 
not entirely come from the agony 
cf the Jews. They come from the 
thrill of being murderers, from 
the thrill of lawlessness which 
contains in it always the illusion 
cf power and freedom. 

Criminal anti-Semites are usual- 
ly people haunted by a deep and 
uvleerous grind of defeat. Dissat 
isfaction, bleak and reaching into 
their bowels, is their secret com- 
panion, and the companion bears 2 
thousand names. The criminal 
Jew-hater may be dissatisfied with 
his religion, his wife, his king, his 
love life, his virtues—most often 
his virtues—or his general feebie- 
ness. He is the mouse who 
dreams of being the lion, and 
whose troubles are those of the 
mouse. All these troubles are un- 
solvable as long as he remains 
within the law and obeys the 
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common restrictions of decency. 
Life is attacking him and he can- 
not fight back. He must raise the 
cry of “burglars” before he can 
draw a weapon. History has ready 
for his the Jew as his phantom 
burglar. 

His need, however, is not to kill 
Jews. That is a sideline, more 
often a smoke screen. His need 
is to be lawless, to break the laws 
of logic, sanity, and good be- 
havior, behind which he is hem- 
med in, bogged down and mousey. 
Lawlessness is what he wants. It 
alone can rid him of the tyranny 
of his virtues. The moment he 
is lawless he feels powerful. He 
is freed of society and as happy 
as a felon who has broken jail. 

Crime Without Punishment 

There are numerous ways of at- 
taining this freedom from honor- 
able restriction. One may be- 
come a thief, a gangster a swind- 
ler, a bigamist. But these are 
cangerous callings, and society is 
ready with scourge and dungeon 
for their followers. Such callings 
are not for the anti-Semite. That 
gentleman has not the true cour- 
age of his craving for lawless- 
ness. He desires to be a criminal 
—but a crimina! in fine standing. 
He longs to defy truth; he longs t« 
avenge himself; he would like to 
get back at something—to be- 
devil his fellow man, to rob, lie. 
run riot. But the little mouse 


.would like to do all these leonine 


things without forfeiting his 
rights as a member of society. 

Anti-Semitism provides him 
with the ideal ground for such 
transformations and _ operations. 
He can climb out of his sense of 
inferiority by bashing Jews—and, 
at the same time, line up with 
the great of history. Anti-Semi- 
tism is the one crime for which 
there is neither a court of law 
nor a bar of human judgment. It 
is, therefore, the most popular of 
crimes. Considering not only its 
immunity, but its many rewards, 
I have wondered often that the 
world was not entirely overrun by 
anti-Semites. Perhaps this is be- 
cause there are not enough Jews 
to go around. Or it may be that 
civilization is making certain 
progress. But I doubt this. Our 
aluminum wings do not move us 
an inch out of superstition or ab- 
normality. If civilization is to be 
measured by the progress of hu- 
man rationality, we can still use 
the yardstick of the cynic—which 
is no longer than a sigh. 


The Love of Stinking 

The smugness of the _ anti- 
Semite, when confronted with 
facts that disprove his aberrated 
outcries, is baffling to those who 
do not understand him, to those 
who believe he has a “cause.” 
For the anti-Semite has no “cause’ 
other than the need of lawlessness. 
He is delighted when facts prove 
he is wrong—because the doing 
of wrong is his sole objective. 

I remember Teddy Webb, who 
was no anti-Semite. He was an 
honorable Chicago bandit. He kill- 
ed three policemen, “for the hell 
of it,” before he was cornered in 
a rooming house. He surrender- 


ed affably. I was with the police 
when they searched him. They 
found his pockets stuffed with 


newspaper clippings that contained 
stories denouncing Teddy Webb as 
a cruel killer, a fiend who had 
violated every claim to human 


sympathy. They urged that he be 
crushed like a bug when cap- 
tured. 


Teddy pleaded that his clippings 
be not taken from him. He knew 
some of them by heart and he 


Rabbi Gets Burned Torah 


Son Finds It in Rubbish Pile in France

BOSTON, MASS—A partially 
burned piece of parchment which 
was once a part of a Sefer Torah 
was received by Rabbi Joseph M. 
Jacobson of Roxbury from his son, 
Pvt. Nathaniel Jacobson, Boston 
portrait painter, now with the 
armed forces in France.

gloated in them. They were the 
press notices of his success. The 
anti-Semite thrives similarly on 
all proofs of his stupidity and 
brutality. He loves to hear how 
idiotic he is, how lacking in com- 
mon sense, how devoid of common 
decency. Such accusations  in- 
flame him with a sense of power. 
As a man of sense and decency, 
he was nobody. As a creature 
who outrages the world, he is a 
mighty figure. When you con- 
vince an anti-Semite that he is a 
fool, a scoundrel, and a monster, 
you offer him only proofs of his 
new greatness. And of the po- 
tency of his lawlessness. 

Anti-Semitism is unique in 
psychology as the only form of 
lunacy with a political future. 
Claustrophobia, zoophilia, necro- 
philia, nymphomania, homosexu- 
ality, and pyromania are useless 
to the politician. Anti-Semitism 
stands alone as a politically usable 
mania. It can fetch votes as neat- 
ly as a high tariff or a poll tax 
platform. 

But though the politicians may 
use it, it is not they who derive 
its greatest rewards. The cyni- 
cal politician can become only a 
Senator. The “true” anti-Semite 
can change from a mouse to a 
roaring lion, which is a mightier 
transformation. 


Punishment Without Crime 

As the matador’s cape is to the 
bull, so the Jew has been to the 
beast horns that lie prettily con- 
cealed under the human coiffure. 
The metaphor is not entirely apt 
because in the case of the Jew 
there has been no matador behind 
the cape, no sword to flash from 
its folds and pierce the brutal 
heart assailing him. 

In the game of Jew-killing, the 
beast has always won, and al- 
though this is contrary to the code 
of evolution as well as of sport, 
little effort has been made to alter 
the rules—and keep them altered. 
They are accepted on the basis of 
their antiquity and convenience. 

The practice of these rules has 
not given their practitioners a 
particularly bad name. The bad 
name has gone to the Jew. The 
continued murder of the Jew 
through the centuries of Christian- 
ity is as much responsible for his 
ill-repute as any ten factors. 

History has rebuked occasional 
ly the murderer. But nobody reads 
history, particularly the sort that 
offers uncomfortable reports of 
mankind. Gossip is a more vital 
mold of opinion, and the gossip of 
the world continues to concern it- 
self with the undesirability of the 
Jew and not of his murderer. His 
ancient slayers seem somehow lo 
have reformed but the Jew con- 
tinues obtruding out of the past 
like an unregenerate corpse. His 
corpse, in fact, has curiously the 
look of the aggressor. On this 








oddity the history of anti-Semj- 
tism is founded—that the vietim 
is guilty of the greater crime, 


The Paradox of Tomorrow 

It is certain that at, the end of 
this war the Jew will have earned 
a more sinister name than was 
given him by the fagot-lighters of 
Spain. A curious evil will have 
attached itself to him, and he will 
be regarded with fearsome sus- 
picion by the crowds of the world, 
This will be due to three odd fac- 
tors: one, the fact that three mil- 
lion Jews will have been massacred 
by the Germans during their brief 
fling as supermen; the second, 
that gossip will have it that the 
Jews started the war, not by any 
political or financial cabals, but 
merely by the fact that the Ger- 
mans took to murdering them and 
that the world rushed to their 
rescue; the third will be due to the 
guilt complex already active in 
the soul of Christendom. I will 
enlarge on this last only because 
I think it the most potent. 

The criticism of German bru- 
tality will subside in a few years 
—a not very difficult prophecy to 
make, since at its heights, staring 
into the smoke of massacre, this 
criticism was never more than 4 
feeble and embarrassed protest. 

Gossip will step in to soothe the 
conscience of the crowds—of the 
crowds that participated in the 
great killing and of the crowds 
and their statesmen that looked on 
full of abstraction, indecision ani 
vicarious evil. These latter will 
be especially open to the seduction 
of gossip. For they are like the 
citizen who, making no outery 
while hé watches a murder done 
under his window, finds excuse 
afterward for his silence in the 
rumor that the victim was a crea- 
ture deserving his bloody fate. 

The crowds and their statesmel 
who watched the massacre of mil- 
lions, and broke their silence with 
hardly more than a “tut, tut,” will 
emerge from the war with? 
troublesome guilt complex. They 
already have it, and are already 
engaged in the medical work of its 
exorcizing. This is done by & 
changing the guilt complex for 4 
rage at the thing that prod 
it.

THEY HID FROM NAZIS TOLD 


TO CHAPLAIN BY FRENCH JEWS

With an Infantry Unit in France 
_—Ever since our American Army 
landed in France, I was on the 
lookout for some Jewish sett!e- 
ments which might have survived 
the ordeal! of Nazi occupation and 
which could give an account of 
their lives and experiences. 

A list naming all the former 
Jewish communities in France had 
been given me and the liberated 
places were searched for any 
trace or remnant of such commun- 
ities. Many inquiries were made 
to the local French and Allied 
Civil Affairs authorities. No suc- 
cess and no answer. Moving on 
and going deeper into France I 
heard of a little place where it was 
reported that Jews were living. 

It was a sleepy little vilage 
off the beaten path of large high- 
ways. The flags and happy cheers 
and V signs of the population 
were an indication that our sold- 
iers had already passed and that 
the knowledge of their freedom 
had come into their lives. Once 
again they were free and could 
start working for France instead 
of the German taskmaster. 

How Jews Located 

The best place to inquire was 
the Mairie (Mayor’s office). It 
was an old building with narrow 
steps leading up to the Maire’s 
office. At first, my question 
whether there were any Jews in 
this town was met with hesitation 
and surprise. Then I introduced 
myself as being an American Jew- 
ish Chaplain serving with the li- 
berating forces. The _ people's 
faces lit up. 

Immediately, the secretary di- 
rected me to a little house down 
hte street. The windows were 
closed and it seemed that nobody 
was living in it. I knocked at the 
door and soon heard footsteps. 
The door opened a little and I saw 
aman, small in size and height. 
He had a troubled look on his face 
When he first saw me, but it 
changed when I told him what 
I wanted. 

He threw the door wide open, 
embraced me and my Assistant, 
Cpl. Edward §. Schaperow, of 
Hartford, Conn., with tears in his 
tyes. “At last you have come, 
our liberators from across the 


sea,” he shouted. His wife and ~- 


children, his brother and sister- 
in-law, all lived together in the 
same house, 


Here are a few of his and other 
Jews’ experinces. The names of 
the Places, people and French of- 
ficials must remain a secret to 
Prevent German reprisals should 
they be able to identify any of the 
Persons involved. 


Mr. A: “I lived in Paris with my 
family underground from 1940 un- 
til 1942. Then our stay became 
Mreasingly dangerous and we de- 
‘ided to leave the big city and 
‘ome to the little place where we 
te now. The Maire and his se- 
fetaries and all the villagers 

ew who we were, but they help- 
cha They gave us ration books 
inder different names so we could 
live for Over two years. All day 

& 


long we stayed in the house and 
only in the evening dared my wife 
got to do the shopping. We 
had to sell our last precious pos- 
session, our wedding rings, in or- 
der to have some money for food.” 
Listed As Catholic 

Mr. B from Brussels, “We 
were listed in the files as Catho- 
lics. However, everybody knew 
that we were Jews and helped us 
with food and shelter in spite of 
the heavy penalties imposed.by the 
Nazis for harboring Jews.” 

Mr. C: (In order to reach 
him, only a small road used by 
the farmers’ wagon was available) 
“The farmer was most kind to me. 
He even gave me, as often as possi- 
ble, a day’s work in the field. I 
lived in the back of the house and 
for over two years neither my wife 
nor myself and my two children 
have left the place.” 

These are just a few of their 
many stories. We sha!l hear more 
as we move along. 


It will confirm what we read 
during the last few years but never 
wanted to believe. Stories of fam- 
ilies separated and people killed as 


hostages, of men and women liv- 
ing like rats underground and in 
caves or hidden in the woods. __ 

Let us hear what the Mayor has 
to say. He is an old Frenchman 
who fought in the last war and 
who represented the man of Fraice 
who just would not believe that his 
country was enslaved, and to whom 
the ideals of liberty, equality and 
fraternity were living principles, 
in spite of all difficulties. 

How Officials Helped 

“I had pity,” he said, “for the 
people who had to wear the yellow 
Star of David as a symbol of 
shame. I tried to help them as 
much as I could. My assistants 
were doing most of the work, hand- 
ed out meat cards under false 
names and all these newcomers 
were listed in the books as having 
lived here for years. I am happy 
that I could help and I am grat- 
ful for everything the Allies have 
aone and are doing for the French.” 

Word was passed around that 
everybody should assemble at Mr. 
A’s house in order to celebrate the 
happy reunion—it may well be 
the first of its kind—with a short 
ceremony in the presence of the 
Maire and his friends. Deeply we 
felt our gratitude to the Almighty. 
This group of about 30 men, wo- 
men and children, did not have to 
follow too closely the written pray- 
ers, they were all praying out of 
the fullness of their hearts. We 
were thankful for having seen this 
day and the rays of light break 
ing through the darkness. 

We parted with the hope that 
Freedom may again be established 
Tor all ens!aved human beings and 
tyranny wiped from the earth. 
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the presence of the devil, it cannot 
as easily lull its aftermath of con- 
science pangs. Morality is based 
less on the poetry we contribute 
toward it than on the guilt we 
feel for its violation. 

Thus conscience will make 
white-washers of us all. We will 
fall to searching, not our souls, but 
the Jew’s, and try to find therein 
the true cause of his agony. We 
will add eagerly to his bad name 
in order to remove the shadow 
from our own. 

Our verdict will be the same 
as all other verdicts handed down 
in the case of the Jew versus hu- 
manity. We will find him guilty 
again of having provoked by his 
alphabet and his ancestors the 
temper of a very nervous people 
—the Germans. 

There are simple-hearted Jews 
today who are waiting eagerly the 
end of the war in order that they 
may witness the trial of the Ger 
mans and Roumanians for their 
treason against the human race, 
and their fitting punishment for 
the massacre of millions of its 
members. 

There will be no such trial and 
no such punishment. For the 
truth is that nobody warred on the 
Germans because they were cruel 
to the Jews, nor yet because they 
were experimenting with inhuman 
ideas. The Germans were fought 
because their aggressiveness, like 
that of the Japanese, threatened 
the comforts, lives, and prestige 
of other nations. We battled, not 
beside the Lord at Armageddon, 
but at Waterloo and, luckily, on the 
right side. The defeat of the Ger- 
mans’ ideas will be only an inci- 
dental matter for discussion by a 
few experts in psychology. We 
will have actually defeated Ger- 
man guns and not German ideas, 


since it is only their guns we hon- 
estly fought. 

When the Germans have been 
beaten, these guns and the ag- 
gressiveness behind them will an- 
tomatically disappear and there 
will be nothing visible in the Ger- 
mans to merit our continued hate. 
If we have any emotion toward 
them at all, as Americans it will 
be one of gratitude. We will 
feel grateful toward them for 
their vincibility. You can see this 
epilogus in the boxing ring any 
night. The victor always embrac- 
es his vanquished opponent, if he 
has been a tough one, and beams 
on him with true love, as if ask- 
ing him to share the triumph to 
which he contributed by his tough- 
ness, his valor, and his defeat. 

Such was the history of our re- 
lationship with the Germans after 
our first war with them, and such 
will be the history of sequel num-. 
ber one, with the difference that 
we will have to find apologies for 
the Germans having brutally slain 
so many Jews; and for ourselves 
for not having included the laws 
of morality in our war aims. The 
“faults” of the Jews will provide 
these apologies.

To the Editor: 

As far as national Jewish or- 
ganizations are concerned, I am 
not easily shocked. Where sharp 
conflicts in ideologies and person- 
alities are involved, I normally ex- 
pect claims and _ counterclaims, 
clamor and confusion. One al- 
most takes for granted the host of 
behind-the-scenes maneuvers for 
prestige and privilege. Truthfully, 
there are very few national Jew- 
ish organizations which have re- 
frained from the grand game of 
power politics. 

This is neither right nor justi- 
fied. It is hardly ideal in the 
present epoch of Jewish catastro- 
phe. Yet it exists and has become 
the norm, rather than the exce)- 
tion. 

There are. however, limits be- 
yond which no organization has 
the right to go, and I accuse the 
American Council for Judaism of 
having overstepped those bounds. 
It is time for public opinion to 
make itself heard on this score. 

Like all rabbis, I have my own 
point of view on Jewish Pales- 
tine. I am a Zionist; that is my 
conviction and I will defend it. 
But I am not that dogmatic as to 
deny any other Jewish organiza- 
tion the right to present its own 
convictions and to seek to win ad- 
herents to its cause. I would not 
muzzle the American Council for 
Judaism because it insists upon 
its anti-Zionism. That is its demo- 
cratic privilege and I am too sin- 
cere an American and too concern- 
ed with real American democracy 
to prevent any philosophy diamet- 
rically opposed to my own from 
being given an open hearing. 

There are, notwithstanding, 
certain minimum standards of 
fair-play to be maintained. One is 
to confine specifically Jewish is. 
sues to the Jewish scene. This is 
sheer common sense and a matter 
of protecting Jewish self-dignity. 
A second minimum standard 
should be the avoidance of stab- 
in-the-back tactics which rushes in 
to discredit a rival organization. 
This is the height of unsports- 
manship. A third is to accept the 
convictions of others as a fact and 
not as a matter of a confused 
mind. People who are Zionists or 
anti-Zionists are not insane. Nor 
is their Americanism suspect. 


These rules of the game are yet 
to be learned by our national Jew- 
ish organizations. But the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism is the 
chief culprit. On all three counts, 
this - organization stands con- 
demned. I am frankly astonished 
that a group so strident in their 
“Americanism” could stoop so 
low. Twice in only the past week, 
the American Council has resorted 
to tactics that brand the organi- 
zation as unscrupulous. 


For what other adjective could 


“describe the underhand attack on 


the Zionist radio program “Pales- 
tine Speaks” one part of which 
consisted of a broadside against 
the program in a letter to every 
radio station of the country? I 
refer, too, to the Justice George 
W. Maxey incident reported by 
The Jewish Post, an incident in 
which the American Council 


re ER ET Se a | 

spokesman offered his services to 
correct the Judge’s pro-Jewish 
sympathies because he chose to 
become aligned with Zionism. 

These, however, are matters of 
just the past week. Behind them 
lies the sordid record of a year of 
underhanded actions seeking to 
discredit all American Jews who 
subscribe to Zionism. I recall the 
frustrated declaration of the 
American Council during the ses- 
sions of the American Jewish Con- 
ference. I recollect their appear- 
ance before the Senate Foreign 
Affairs Committee hearings. 

Strangs, I also happen to re- 
member their platform of princi- 
ples in which they declared: 
“Palestine, due to its splendid ac- 
complishments, should continue to 
be ONE of the places where 
(Jewish) resettlement should be 
fostered.” Ever so often I com- 
pare this declaration with their 
violent actions against every facet 
of Jewish Palestine. With great 
glee did they cite ‘in their “Infor- 
mation Bulletin’ a “Brief” that 
over a quarter of the Jewish popu- 
lation of Tel Aviv knows little or 
no Hebrew. 

I am not apvealing to the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism for a 
semblance of consistency, nor do I 
seek their abandonment of an anti- 
Zionist program. That is their 
prerogative under American de- 
mocracy. I merely request that a 
spirit of common decency motivate 
their actions and that they con- 
duct their propaganda on a level of 


‘even the barest minimum of fair- 


play. Certainly, such an appeal 
ought not to have to be made to 
the leaders, rabbis in Israel. 

Should curbs of  self-restraint 
not be applied promptly, the only 
other alternative is for members 
of the American Council for Juda- 
ism to step in and call a halt to a 
campaign which is plainly a dis- 
grace to any group which bears 
the names “American” and 
“Judaism.”

Trend Toward Cooperation Growing 


SMALL mergers, important in their own 

field but of not too much significance na- 
tionally, indicate that Jewish organizations are 
definitely willing to give up part of their ac- 
tivities to a combined agency when a job on 
which their very existence rests is not involved. 
This is a new trend. 

In the first merger, announced several weeks 
ago, seven national Jewish agencies all doing 
work in the same field joined together to form 
Central Location, Inc., which coordinates the 
work of locating relatives of refugees and refu- 
gees for relatives. Such important agencies as 
the Joint Distribution ‘Committee, the National 
Refugee Service and the National Council of 
Jewish Women, all pooled their resources for 
the merger. 

Only the American Jewish Congress remained 


outside the set-up and is going ahead with a 
duplication of the work performed by the new 
agency. 

In the second instance, eight national Jewish 
organizations united in effecting a coordinating 
committee to care for the extra needs of the 
refugees at the Emergency Refugee Shelter at 
Fort Ontario. In the arrangement are the B’nai 
B’rith, the National Jewish Welfare Board, the 
National Refugee Service and the Council of Jew- 
ish Women, among others. 

Although not too significant, these cooperative 
movements do indicate a trend. They mean that 
when new situations arise where present agencies 
find themselves duplicating the work, there is 
an acceptance of the idea that a new body, jointly 
sponsored will meet the need more effectively 
dy eliminating competition and duplication. 


Will War Criminals Be Punished? 


OW THAT even the friends of the Nazis will 
be forced to believe the atrocities commit- 

ted by the Nazis against Jews and other vic- 
tims, there is still no general belief that the 
perpetrators of these ghastly crimes will be pun- 
ished. Aside from the fact that the number of 
guilty (notice in the news stories from Lublin 
that many Poles took part in the indiscriminate 
slayings too) will mount into the hundreds o 
thousands, there is the experience of the last war. 


The masses of people even today believe that 
the atrocity stories of the First World War 
were propaganda inventions. Yet the crimes 
commission of that day established without ques- 
tion that the same list of atrocities running the 
inhuman gamut from mass slaughter to steriliza- 
tion were deliberately practiced by the German 
monsters of 1914-18. 

Yet practically no Germans ever were punished, 
and the Kaiser, as is well known, was never 
touched.

Current Comment 


Jews Have Lost The War, Dr. Joseph Tenen- 
baum, President of the Federation of Polish Jews, 
Says — Let us now turn from the scene of mass 
murder to the scene of practical heip. As a 
people, we Jews have lost the war, under any 
circumstances. No nation or nationality with 
losses such as these can hope to retrieve its 


position in any future peace development. But - 


the worst of it is that these losses were not 
inevitable. The tragedy of the Jewish people 
is not only the unprecedented butchery by its 
foe, but the almost unbelievable betrayal by its 
friends. Until December 17, 1942, none of the 
United Nations had raised their voices in pro- 
test against the Nazi massacres. On that day the 
first declaration of the United Nations against 
Hitler’s intention to -annihilate the Jewish people 
was made public. A solemn resolution was an- 
nounced that those responsible for the crimes 
shall not escape punishment. But, as yet, not a 
word about rescuing Jews from Hitler’s hell. The 
statement on atrocities in the Moscow Agreement 
of November 1, 1948, omitted to specify the 
Jews by name although it included the provision 
that they (the criminals) shall be “brought back 
to the scene of their crimes and be judged on the 
spot by peoples whom they have outraged.” 
Again, not a word about the rescue of Jews or 
immediate help to the victims. 

It was not until January, 1944 thai President 
Roosevelt cut the Gordian knot and called into 
being the War Refugee Board for the specific 
purpose of facilitating the rescue of Jews from 
Nazi occupied countries and opening up tem- 
vorary asylums for them. Others, including the 
Polish government, later followed suit. This 
short sketch shows what. great opportunities we 
have missed from 1939 to 1944, when, with a 
little effort and understanding, hundreds of 
thousands of Jews now dead, could have been 
brought to safety. Unfortunately, even today— 





when the tragic events throw a devastating 
shadow on our own ineptitude or lack of moral 
response, even today the means we employ or 
project are liliputian in comparison to the needs.

“Men Must Hate” by Sigmund Livingston 
Criticized by Rabbi Saul E. White in Emanu-El 
and Jewish Journal of San Francisco — The 
thesis that “an intellectually honest man, know- 
ing the truth about the Jew, cannot be an anti- 
Semite” and that therefore anti-Semitism can 
be fought by disseminating widely correct infor- 
mation concerning the Jew, will not stand the 
light of scrutiny. How does the author account 
for the anti-Semitism of such good and cultured 
Europeans as H. G. Wells, Aldous Huxley, T. 
S. Eliot, and Americans such as Theodore Dreiser, 
Ernest Boyd, Albert J. Nock and others? 


The serious student of anti-Semitism will 
be very much disturbed by the author’s over 
simplifcations. Mr, Livingston does not look to 
the right or the left of him. Though he has 
read “The Jew in a Gentile World” and must 
have been alarmed by the sinister implications 
that the Jews cannot be assimilated in a Christian 
world, he conveniently ignores it all. Nor does 
he examine too carefully the Christian roots of 
anti-Semitism. He pays slight attention to 
economic causes. In a work dedicated to the 
eradication of hatred, he ignores completely the 
Russian achievement of outlawing anti-Semitism, 
and making it a capital offense. In a work of 
apologetics in which he is impelled to challenge 
the accusation that Jews drift into easy occupa: 
tions and lucrative trade, he fails to tell of the 
splendid achievements of the Jewish community 
in Palestine where Jews have become tillers of 
the soil, bricklayers, longshoremen, fishermen, 
and have done all the pioneering tasks necessary 
for the creation of a civilized society.
